Typhoid  Fever  Epidemic. 

A  mild  type  of  typhoid  fever  Is  epide¬ 
mic  in  Montclair,  more  than  a  score  of 
casea  having  been  reported  to  the  Health 
Board  The  source  of  the  cotftsgloa  has 
beeL  discovered,  and  'precautionary 
measures  have  beeu  taksu  which  will 
doubtleas  prevent  the  further  spread  of 
the  disease. 

An  Investigation,  set  on  foot  by  the 
Health  Board,  seems  to  prove  eoaclu* 
eively  that  the  germs  of  the  disease 
were  brought  Into  Montclair  from  the 
Gould  dairy  on  Pompton  turnpike, 
Verona.
